W hen he was 4 years old the whole 
family were sold as slaves to Jam es W . 
Bethñne, with whom they remained until 
freed by the war. 
Under agreement, Tom 
was placed in control of Bethune for five 
years, until May, 1870, when he would be 
of age. TLis was approved of by S. F. 
Bayne, Superintendent of Freedmen at Au­ 
gusta, Ga. 
W ithout the parents’ consent. 
Bethune took Tom out of the State and 
[iut hint on 
exhibition 
as a pianist. 
In 
1870 
Tom 
became 
a 
citizen 
of New 
York. 
W hile 
on 
exhibition 
in Virginia Tom was declared a lunatic, 
aud Bethune’s son, John G. Bethune, was 
declared his guardian. 
H e acted as Tom ’s 
manager until 1884, when lie died. The 
eider Bethune was then appointed. In the 
meantime, Mrs. W iggins removed to this 
city, and brought suit against Bethune for 
the services of her son, and an accounting 
of the profits of the exhibitions given since 
18G5. That suit is pending at Alexandria, 
Ya. The old lady has twelve children, the 
oldest GO years of age, and the youngest 28. 
All were’ born in slavery, therefore not 
born in lawful wedlock. Tom iias no heirs. 
H is m other is next of kin, unless the 
Court decides the other children to he rela­ 
tives. Hence the application to Judge Don­ 
ohue. 
The affidavits 
state that Tom, 
though possessed of wonderful musical 
ability, is an idiot. The application was 
denied, on tlie ground that proceedings 
should be instituted in the State where the 
guardian was tirst appointed. 


T h e L ate T h o m a s S u n d erlan d . 
Washington, October 11th.—JudgeThos. 
Sunderland, who died in New York last 
Saturday, was well known here, where he 
had lived for several years past. Judge 
Sunderland was born ’near Greencastle, 
Ind., nearly 08 years ago. In his youth he 
studied law in H aur.ibal, Mo. 
In 1850 he 
went to California, and practiced law there 
until 1862, when he removed to Nevada, 
and from that tim e to the present has lived 
for varying periods in Nevada, California 
and the District of Columbia.

D etail* 
o i th e D i*a»ter to th e S tea m sh ip 
A n ch o ria . 
[By Telegraph.! 
S t. 
J o h n s (N . F.), October 11th.—The 
steam er Anchoria. Captain Small, left Glas­ 
gow on the lsth of September, bound for 
New Y'ork. She had 790 souis on board, 
including passengers and crew-. On Sep­ 
tem ber 22d, four days alter she had cleared 
from Glasgow, a strong gale sprang up, 
during which a heavy sea struck the ship, 
and in the lurch which she made, the shaft 
of the propeller was broken. 
At the tim e 
of tlie accident she was reckoned about 
1.200 miles west of Ireland. Tlie shock 
occasioned by the breaking of the shaft 
threw 
tlie ship on 
her 
side. 
M any 
of the passengers 
were badly 
fright­ 
ened, 
but upon the officers 
assuring 
them that there was no danger of sinking, 
a panic was averted and order restored, 
in a short tim e sails were set, and tlie ship 
became somewhat steadier, hut the rudder 
gear having been rendered useless, she 
drifted about at the mercy of tlie waves. 
From the 22d of September till October 
Oth the ship drifted helplessly about, efforts 
in tlie mean tim e being made daily to re­ 
pair the broken shaft. 
On October 0th the 
engineers effected a temporary repair, ami 
tlie ship was once more got under control. 
The sea was now comparatively smooth, 
and the ship moved siowly in a westerly 
direction. She made fairly good time till 
m idnight on Thursday, the 7th. when 


THE ENGINES STO rPED SUDDENLY. 
Fears were entertained by the passengers 
that the shaft had again hrokeii. but they 
were assured by the officers that such was 
not the ease, and that the engines would 
he started in the m orning at 10 o’clock. On 
Friday the engines were again started, ami 
when tlie hundreds of anxious passengers 
on board heard the propeller moving, hopes 
were entertained that tlie tedious voyage 
would soou be over by reaching land ; hut 
these hopes were not soon to be real­ 
ized, for after fifteen revolutions the shaft 
broke again, this time beyond all prospect 
of being repaired. 
A consultation was 
now held by the officers, and the exact po­ 
sition of tlie ship ascertained. It was found 
that she was eighty miles off the coast ot 
Newfoundland. 
As provisions were ru n ­ 
ning short, all on board were put on an al­ 
lowance of two meals per day. 
The First 
Officer, MaeFariane, and seven others vol­ 
unteered to launch a boat and make for the 
coast. 
The boa 's crew m anfnlly took 
their places and th - boat was lowered 
away. They took on board a quantity of 
biscuit in tins and two casks of water. The 
sight of the brave fellows, as the boat p u t 
off from the ship’s side, 


AFFECTED MANY TO TEARS, 
And silent prayers were sent up for their 
safety. 
At first no word was spoken, but 
the pent-up feelings of tlie 700 persons on 
board found vent finally in loud and long 
cheers and heartfelt cries of “ God speed !” 
as tlie boat disappeared from view. The 
First Officer was instructed by the Captain 
to secure the services of a steamer if the 
boat reached St. Johns. On Friday the 
ship made but little headway, and the ex­ 
pected steam er did not come to her assist­ 
ance on that day, nor during the following 
night. On Saturday at noon, however, the 
glad cry of “ I.atu: 1” rang through the 
ship. A nother volunteer crew were quickly 
enlisted, consisting this tim e wholly of pas­ 
sengers, wiio pulled toward the shore. It 
subsequently transpired 
that 
the tirst 
boat arrived at St. Johns at 2 o'clock 
yesterday 
afternoon, and 
tlie 
second 
boat reached the Pouch Cove settlement 
near Cape Francis. 20 miles north of St. 
John's, at 4 o’clock in the afternoon of the 
same day. On his arrival here the First 
Oiiicer communicated with Sir Ambrose 
Shea, agent of the Allen Line at this port, 
who imm ediately negotiated with local 
agents, and tho steam er Miranda, of the 
Red Cross Line, was dispatched in search 
of the Anchoria. 
In the afternoon the 
sleam-tug Favorite left also, and although 
she left four hours after the M iranda she 
succeeded in coming up with the disabled 
steam er about m idnight. The Anchoria 
was taken in tow and arrived here. There

TWO DEATHS AND TWO BIRTHS 
During the voyage. One of those that died 
was a Polish Jew. and the other a Scotch­ 
man.

R ailroad Ite m s. 
The Yreka Journal of recent issue has the 
follow ing: 
The graders are within a 
mile and 
a half of Sisson's, und it is stated that a 
train will be run to Sisson’s on the 24th in ­ 
stant, at which tim e there is to be an auc­ 
tion sale of town lots in the new city of 
Sisson. Only about a quarter of a mile of 
trestle work is required this side of the Big 
canyon, at Preston’s. 
The surveyors are between Berryvale and 
Butteville, and the road is located as far as 
M axwell’s m ill. 
The road will come 
within a quarter of a mile of Butteville, 
crossing the Beaughan ranch, now owned 
by Sam Jackson. 
The company expects to continue work 
all winter, helieviDg it will be more advan­ 
tageous than to stop work. 
If work is 
nut suspended, it will take but a few weeks 
to reach Yreka after the road is completed 
to Sisson’s. 
The San Francisco Bulletin of last even 
ing sa y s: 
The Southern Pacific Company has in 
the field a force of engineers exam ining the 
route of the California and Oregon into 
Eastern Oregon, and studying the character 
and resources of that portion of our neigh­ 
boring State, which is comparatively un­ 
known. The work of building a rail oad 
up the Klam ath river toward the east will 
be very easy in comparison with that 
which would be necessary to cross tlie Sis 
kiyou M ountains and connect with the 
Oregon and California road at Ashland. 
The ro id which will be pushed up the 
Klam ath river will ultim ately connect with 
the Oregon Railroad and Navigation Com­ 
pany's iine, near the noithern boundary of 
the State. All of the vast territory to the 
east of tlie Cascade Range will he mode 
tributary to this road, which, in first pene­ 
trating the region, will secure an advan­ 
tage over the Oregon-Pacific, now being 
built eastward lor Y'akinia Bay, which it 
will be hard fortlie latter road to overcome. 
The California ami Oregon road will, by 
the connection with the Oregon Railroad 
and 
Navigation Company's 
line, have 
opened to it all the country which the 
Oregon-Pacific could reach, and in addi- 
t'on have possession of that vast region to 
the south of the laMrr road, w ith the fur­ 
ther advantage of direct railroad com m u­ 
nication with San Francisco, which con­ 
nection the Oregon-Pacific will have to 
maintain by steamers. 
The (.'a//also contributes the enotes upon 
railroad topics; 
The Southern Pacific has recently re­ 
ceived twenty new coaches from Day ton, 
Ohio, which will he put into imm ediate use 
in various parts of the system. Each coach 
has a seating c ipaei: v of sixty-four persons, 
and all are finished in an exceedingly 
handsom e manner. 
Owing to the difficulty of obtaining suf­ 
ficient wood to meet its requirem ents, the 
Central Pacific lu 
decided to run its en­ 
gines with coal. The passenger train en-. 
gines on the system between San Francisco 
and Reno have already undergone altera­ 
tions fur this purpose, and several of the 
freight engines are now in the workshops 
being ¡fttercd. 
W hen all the enuirn s have 
been aiterrd the road between San F ran­ 
cisco and Ogden wii! be entirely operated 
with coal for fuel. 
Charles Crocker went Foist Saturday in 
his special car. 
W ork on the California and Oregon is 
progressing witli considerable rnpiditv. and 
the trestiework at Big Canyon, above Upper 
Soda Springs, is about finished. T he tun­ 
nel at the river crossing is bored through, 
and a large fi rce of men are clearing it out 
in preparation for laying track. In about 
two weeks more the graders will be on high 
ground within six miles of Sissons, from 
which point to Ibe valley there are R any 
curves, requiring considerable work. 
It is 
expected that track will be laid to there by 
October 28th.

The canvass of the county Republican 
nominees will progress this week and next.

the pale of any toleration ; maintains a 
compact system of human slavery in free 
America; deals openly and boldly in the 
buying and selling of women; commits 
perjury with im punity; defies the gam­ 
bling laws, and so on through a long chap­ 
ter. True, now and then one is beaten or 
robbed, 
and 
they 
sometimes 
have 
been 
mobbed. 
But 
so, 
too, 
do 
the 
passions 
rage 
against 
whites. 
\\ bite men are beaten and killed, and 
white women outraged, and even children 
cruelly treated. 
But the Chinese, as a 
statistical fact, are more free from inter­ 
ference than any other class. 
Let the 
facts lie looked at squarely and all this 
twaddle about Chinese outrages will dis­ 
appear as the mist lie fore the sun. Against 
the Tacoma and a few other expulsions; 
against the Rock Springs killing and some 
other murders; against a bcaten*China- 
man here and there, we can cite hundreds 
of riots, outrages, murders, mobs and 
flagrant invasions of rights, all operating 
against white jieople.

Manager Robinson entered a pro­ 
test with the scorer, and the game will he 
decided by the Directors of the League, 
and will surely be awarded to the * Pets,’ 
as ‘Truth crushed to earth shall rise again.’ ” 


R em a rk s o f J u d g e G arry in S en ten cin g 
th e C h icago A n a rch ists. 
Following are the rem arks of Judge 
Garry, of Chicago, before whom certain 
Anarchists of that city were tried and con­ 
victed of m urder; 
I am quite well aware that what you 
have said, although addressed to me, has 
been said to the world. Yet nothing has 
been said which weakens the force oi the 
proofs or the conclusions therefrom upon 
which the verdict is based. 
You are all 
men of intelligence, and know that if the 
verdict stands it m ust be executed. 
I am 
sorry beyond any power of expression for 
your unhappy condition and the terrible 
events which have brought it about. I 
shall address to you neither reproach nor 
exhortation. 
W hat I shall say shall be in 
the faint hope that a few words from a 
place where the people of the State of 
Illinois have the authority to declare a 
penalty for the violation of the laws, and 
spoken upon on occasions so solemn and 
awful as this, may come to the knowledge 
and be heeded by the ignorant, deluded 
and misguided men who have listened to 
your counsel and followed your advice. 
It is not the least among the hardships of 
the peaceable, frugal and laborious poor to 
endure the tyranny of mobs who, with 
lawless 
force, dictate 
to 
them 
under 
penalties of peril to lim b and life where, 
when and upon w hat term s they may 
earn 
a 
livelihood 
lor themselves 
or 
their families. 
Any Government that is 
worthy the nam e will strenuously endeavor 
to secure to all w ithin its jurisdiction 
freedom to follow lawful avocations and 
safety for their property and persons while 
obeying the law, and law is common sense. 
It holds each man responsible for the natu­ 
ral and probable consequence of his own 
acts. It holds that whoever advises murder 
is himself guilty of the m urder that is com­ 
m itted pursuant to his advice; and if men 
band together, for forcible resistance to the 
execution of the law, and advise m urder as 
a means of m aking such resistance effect­ 
ual, whether such advice be to one man to 
m urder another, or to a num erous class to 
m urder men of another class, all who are 
so banded together are guilty of any m ur­ 
der that is committed in pursuance of such 
advice. 
The people of this country love 
their institutions, they love their homes, 
they love their property, and they will 
never consent that by violence and m urder 
those institutions shall be broken down, 
their homes devastated, and their property 
destroyed. 
And the people are strong 
enough to protect and to sustain their insti­ 
tutions, and to punish all offenders against 
their laws, and those who threaten danger 
to civil society. 
If the law is enforced, you 
ate leading to destruction whoever at 
tempted to execute such threats. 
The ex 
isting order of society can be changed 
only 
by 
the will of 
the 
majority. 
Each m an 
has full 
right 
to enter­ 
tain and advocate by speech, and print 
such opinions as suit them, and the great 
body o'f the people will usually care little 
what he says. 
But if he proposes m urder 
as a means of enforcing his opinions, he 
puls his own life at stake, and no clamor 
about free speech or evils to l>e cured or 
wrongs to be redressed will shield him 
from the consequences of his crime. 
His 
liberty is not licensed to destroy. The tol­ 
eration that he enjoys he m ust extend to 
others, and so t arrogantly assume that the 
great majority are wrong and m ay right­ 
fully be coerced by terror and removed by 
dynamite. 
It only remains that for the 
crime you have committed and of which 
you have been convicted—unexampled in 
the patience with which an outraged peo­ 
ple have extended to you every protection 
and privilege of that law which you de­ 
rided and defied—that the sentence of that 
law will be now given in form and detail. 
That sentence, which will appear upon the 
the record of the Court, in substance and 
effect i s ; That the defendant, Neebe. be 
imprisoned in the State Penitentiary at 
Joilet, at hard labor tor a term of fifteen 
years. 
And that each of the defendants, 
between the hours of 10 o’clock in the fore­ 
noon and 2 o'clock in the afternoon of the 
third day of December next, in the m an­ 
ner provided by the Statute of this State, 
shall be hung by the neck until he is dead. 
Remove the prisoners. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 


Charles Mitchell, owner of the Mont­ 
gomery Hotel is missing, and fool play is 
suspected. H e was last heard from at Chi­ 
cago in August. 
The case of Northey, one of the alleged 
jury-bribers, was dismissed yesterday, on 
account of the absence of the prosecuting 
witness. Wood, who has gone to New 
Jersey. 
Sunday night at 12:30 o'clock W illiam 
Coakley and W illiam McCurdy had a quar­ 
rel on the corner of Sixth and Broadway, 
Oakland. Coakley shot McCurdy in the 
side, inflicting a slight tlesh wound. Coak­ 
ley escaped. 
W. W. Stone, candidate for Superintend­ 
ent of Schools on the Democratic ticket, 
has sent a letter to the Chairman of the 
Prohibition Convention declining the nom ­ 
ination on the Prohibition ticket, on the 
ground that he coaid not subscribe to the 
platform. 
The exceptionally clear and pleasant 
weather induced a large num ber of people 
to stroll along the city front on Sunday. 
The ferries did an enormous business, 
and throughout the day the large crowds 
seeking rural pleasure taxed the transporta­ 
tion facilities to the utmost. 
The total receipts at the Opera House on 
the night of Michael Davitt's address was 
$1.266 74, and the expenses only $195 95. 
The balance rem aining was handed to the 
orator, and by that gentleman was trans­ 
ferred to the National Bank at Dublin, to 
augm ent the fund already there in aid of 
the west coast of Ireland.’ 
There are at present 109 vessels in port, 
58 chartered and 51 
disengaged. 
The 
chartered tonnage aggregates S5.520 tons, 
against 31.340 at this tim e last year. The 
disengaged tonnage am ounts to 07,279 tons, 
against 83,163 at this tim e a year ago. 
Nearly all the chartered vessels are en­ 
gaged for the grain-carrying trade. 
A proposition to unite the several inde­ 
pendent political organizations of the city, 
or “ side shows,” as they are termed hy the 
regular or machine politicians, is meeting 
with much favor among the parties inter­ 
ested. The organizations it is proposed to 
unite are the “ Citizens’ Independent,” the 
“ United Anti-Boss,” the “ Independent 
Republicans,” and the “ Labor Conven­ 
tion. 
The m anner in which this union 
will be effected has not yet been deter­ 
mined, and, in fact, is in process of incuba­ 
tion. 
Passed Assistant Engineer A. V. Zane, 
who left for Alaska last year with an ex­ 
ploring party, has returned. The expedi­ 
tion was under command of Lieutenant 
George M. Stoney, and consisted of four­ 
teen persons. It left this port May 3, 1885, 
with instructions to explore the Putnam 
or Cowak river valley. This river was 
found to be 400 miles long, half a mile 
wide, and navigable for about 350 miles. 
It is heavily wooded with spruce and birch. 
No valuable deposits of gold or silver were 
discovered. None of the natives have any­ 
thing that would indicate th at they know 
of the existence of the precious metals. 
Coal has been found in great abundance 
and also granite. 
North of the Putnam 
river is the Noatoak river, which drains a 
large frozen plain which extends clear to 
the Arctic. 
A large am ount of interesting 
facts about the natives have been ascer­ 
tained.

THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY. 


K. S. a n d G. W . C arey tlie Bosses ot th e 
U nterriiled. 
The Democratic Central Committee m et 
at the Golden Eagle Hotel last night to 
complete their ticket. A majority of the 
comm ittee was present, and the absentees 
were represented by proxy. The first bus­ 
iness in order was the selection of a candi­ 
date for Police Judge. The friends of 
Judge Galloway and those of Judge H enry 
both spoke in their behalf. Some of the 
committee thought they saw their way out 
of the dilem m a by dropping the two 
favorites 
and 
pieking 
up 
a 
dark 
horse 
in 
the 
person 
ot 
Dan 
E. 
A lexander. 
This, 
however, 
did 
not 
suit the adherents of Judge Henry, who 
expressed a determination to stick to him 
and settle at once and forever the vexed 
question. A motion to postpone was voted 
down. On roll-roll, Judge H enry received 
8 votes, Judge Galloway 5 and D. E. Alex­ 
ander 2. Judge H enry having received a 
m ajority of all the votes cast, the Chair an­ 
nounced that he was elected aud stood as 
the nominee of the Democratic party for 
the office of Police Judge. An attem pt to 
m ake the nom ination of Judge H enry 
unanim ous was "nipped in the bud ' by 
Isadore Townsend, who objected. 
As soon as the nom ination was made a 
committee of two was detailed to inform 
Judge Henry of his nom ination, and the 
other members took a short recess. The 
news of the action of the committee^ soon 
spread, and it was the almost unanim ous 
opinion of all in the neighborhood of the 
hotel that the committee had acted wisely, 
and in nom inating Judge H enry had 
partially 
atoned 
for 
the 
fraud per­ 
petrad d 
in 
the 
Convention. 
There 
were three exceptions to this, however, in 
the persons of K. S. Carey, G. W. Carey 
and G. W . Nichols. They were dum b­ 
founded at the announcem ent. G. W. 
Carey was loud in his imprecations against 
the members of the committee who should 
dare to vote for Judge Henry, when they 
knew that he was opposed to him . H e 
used epithets that were strong indeed, his 
allusions to them were of the strongest 
bar-room vernacular, and he was not afraid 
to let everyone hear him . He declared that 
he bad a roll call of the names, and those 
who voted for Judge H enry were “ his 
m e a t h e would light them for twenty 
years. Their scalps were his, aud should 
dangle at his belt. H e was exceedingly 
wroth ; his anger knew no bounds, and lie 
cousigned to political oblivion aud eternal 
dam nation all who assisted in putiing 
Judge H enry upon the ticket. 
R. tí. 
Carey, the father of John T., the can­ 
didate 
for 
State 
Senator, 
took 
the 
latter aside and told him that he m ust im ­ 
m ediately resign from the ticket. H e de­ 
manded, even threatened, that it m ust be 
done, declaring he should now fight the 
ticket from top to bottom. 
After II. S. and 
G. W. Carey had fully expressed them ­ 
selves, they left for their homes utterly dis­ 
gusted, with the understanding that John 
T. would go before the committee and 
withdraw from the ticket. 
In obedience to his father’s imperative 
demands, John T. Carey went before the 
committee and m ade a feeling, sensible 
and m anly speech. 
H e regretted exceed­ 
ingly the circumstances which placed him 
in such an awkward and unenviable posi­ 
tion. 
He spoke for over an hour, and 
his 
rem arks 
were 
listened to with 
m arked attention. 
He m ust either de­ 
cline the nom ination of State Senator 
at the hands of the Democracy or be cut off' 
from his family connections. The ties of 
blood were greater than tiiose of party, and 
he m nst yield. 
He said he had made all 
his arrangements for the canvass, he be­ 
lieved he could be elected, but he .would 
sacrifice all to please his lather, who would 
not consent to one of his family running on 
a ticket with Judge H enry. 
The committee were in a dilem m a—they 
did not know what to do. They were up 
a stum p. 
Judge Henry was nom inated— 
they could not go back on him ; they did 
not like to lose John T. Carey as a candi­ 
date for Senator, and did not want to read 
the father and brother out of the party. 
The committee that had been sent to find 
Judge H enry did not happen to know 
where he lived, or for some other reason 
not stated failed to find him . H ere was a 
gleam ot hope. 
. 
A member suggested that he m ight not 
accept and they better pull him down. The 
Chairman said they could not do this, for 
he had been legally elected and was as 
m uch of a nominee of the party as any 
other m an upon a ticket. A nother com­ 
m ittee was sent to find Judge H enry. 
No 
one noticed in which direction they went, 
but they returned in a short time and re­ 
ported that they failed to " dig him up." 
A m em ber of the committee then moved 
that inasm uch as the committees had not 
been able to findj Judge H enry, that their 
action in nom inating him be rescinded. 
This m otion carried. 
The Chair then asked for nom inations for 
Police Judge. 
Isadore Townsend nom inated Judge Jas. 
Galloway. 
H enry L>ehn nom inated Judge D. E. 
Alexander. 
Upon roll call A lexander bad 8 votes and 
Galloway 7. 
Just as the Chair was about to declare 
A lexander the nominee, some one sug­ 
gested that, perhaps, he would not accept. 
H enry Dehn, who placed him in nom ina­ 
tion, said he did not know w hether he 
would or not. 
Peter Flaherty came to the rescue, and 
said, “ Mr. Chairman, I change m y vote 
from Alexander to Galloway." T hat settled 
the business. G. W. Carey’s candidate for 
Police Judge was thus placed upon the 
ticket, and all the objections against the 
candidacy of his brother for Senator re­ 
moved. 
It was now 1 a . m ., and the Convention 
proceeded to fill the vacancy on the legis­ 
lative ticket in the Eighteenth District. G. 
W. Nichols was nam ed for the position. 
H e was in the next room, and "was in­ 
vited before 
the 
committee. 
H e de­ 
clined the proffered honor in an elo 
quent speech, which would have con­ 
tinued 
no 
doubt 
to 
the 
breakfast 
hour if Pete Flaherty had not objected. 
H e said thecom m ittee did not want to hear 
long-winded speeches, and as to the speak­ 
er's rem arks regarding his fight against 
Judge Henry, that was settled and they 
wanted no more of it. 
Nichols perempto­ 
rily declined. 
E. Greer placed in nom ination Henry 
Dehn. The latter declined. 
H e did not 
live in the district, he said, and even if he 
did he would not accept the nomination. 
Nichols was again appealed to, and he 
finally said : “ "Well, I’ll see the old man 
in the m orning, and take his advice in the 
m atter.” 
The committee adjourned shortly after 
1 a. M.

H e will now have to go to San 
Francisco for surgical exam ination, and if 
that is satisfactory he will again forward 
his papers to W ashington, backed by the 
certificate of General Howard, who is prob­ 
ably the only living witness of the accident.

OFFICIAL PROCLAMATION 


Proclamation. 


State of California, 
L xecct.ve L epartmknt, 
Sacramento, July 31,1S86. 


W 
HEREA3, THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
State of California, at its Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning on the fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two- 
thirds of all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following amendment of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten and Eleven of Article 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of the State of 
California: 


AMENDMENT NUMBER ONE. 


Section 1. All property in the State, except 
railroads, not exempt under the laws of the 
United Slates, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
The word property, as used in this article and 
section, is hereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
other matters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership; proGded, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, aud such as may belong to 
the United States, this State, o- any county or 
municipal corporation within this State, shall 
be exempt from taxatiou. Growing vines aud 
fruit trees shall be deemed to be aud shall be 
assessed aud taxed as a part of the realty; and, 
provided further, that railroads shall be taxed as 
provided in Section Ten ot this article; and, 
provided furthir, that tbe Legislature may pro­ 
vide for tbe exemption from taxation of snips 
and vessels owned and registered or enrolled in 
this state, or may tax such ships and vessels on 
their gross or net earnings, in lieu ci an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature may also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to boua fide residents of this State. 
Double taxatiou in auy form is prohibited. 


Sec. 8. Tbe Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpayer in ibis State to make and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty, real and personal, except railroad property, 
as defined in Section Ten of this article, owned 
Dy such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, at twelve o'clock m eridian on the 
first Monday in March. 


Sec. 10. All property, except lailroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be asscsred 
in the county, citv, city and county, town, town­ 
ship, or district in which it is situated, in the 
m anner provided by law. Every corporation 
and person owning or operating a railroad, or 
auy portion thereof, in thia State, rhall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an annual tax of two and 
a half per cent upon the gross earnings, earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-first day of December 
next preceding, which tax shall he in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon the tran- 
chise, business, right ot way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, feuces, stations and their 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part of such railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gages, deeds of tnc-t, contracta or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person snail be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross annual earnings earned during the year 
ending on the thirty-first day ol December last 
preceding, of all railroads, shall bo, annually, 
before the first day of May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by the State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules and regulations as may be pre­ 
scribed by said Board; provided, however, that 
the Legislature may at any time pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cases 
where railroads are Bituated partly within this 
State aud partly without this state, the grors an ­ 
nual earnings 'thereof shall be ascertained aud 
determined by tak in g : 


First-T he gross earnings which, during the 
year last preceding, have been earned wholly 
within this State. 


Second—The gross earnings which, during the 
same year, have been earned partly within this 
State and partly without this State, which shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
between this Stale and other Sta'es or Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion which the num ber of 
miles of such railroad situated in this State, and 
usedia making such eamiugs, bears to**he 
whole number of miles thereof, by the use of 
which such earnings have been made. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings thus ascertained 
shall be added to the earnings made wholly 
within the State, and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken and deemed to be the grosa earn­ 
ings of such railroads for ail purposes of assess­ 
ment and taxation. For every purpose of this 
section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earninps to be added 
to the earnings made wholly withm this State, 
all railroads operated as one system shall be 
treated as one road.

tion or otherwise, to interfere witu, hinder or 
delay the collection of any tax laitf binder the 
form of law, except upon a fihowL 
that the 
sanie property has been taxed more than once 
for the same purpose in the same year, and then 
onlj upon payment to the Tax Collector, or into 
Court, of a sum equal to the amount of one of 
the taxes so laid uDon the property fn question; 
prm’ided, that in all cases actions may be m ain­ 
tained against the Tax Collect >r to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest. All such actions 
must be commenced within thirty days after 
such illegal taxes have been paid. It shall be 
the duty of the Courts iu which such actions 
may be brought, to try them, upon the request 
of either party, in advance of all other civil ac­ 
tions, and such taxes so paid under protest shall 
be retained by the Tax Collector, or such other 
officer as the Legislature may designate. nntU 
such actions shall have been finally decided. 


Nothing in this amendment shall affeet any 
assessment or tax heretofore made or levied, or 
interest thereon, or any penalty heretofore in­ 
curred, or any action or right of action on ao- 
ccount of any such assessment, tax, interest or 
penalty; and all laws in force at the adoption of 
this amendment, not inconsistent therewith, 
shall remain iu full force and effect until altered 
or repealed by the Legislature. The first levy 
and payment of taxes against railroad property 
hereunder, shall be made in the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-six, and shall be upon the 
gross earnings, to be ascertained as herein pro­ 
vided, for the entire year of eighteen hundred 
and eighty-five. Taxation for the fiscal year 
ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and 
eighty five, is not affected by this amendment.
